It is relevant because it discloses a flexible 
sheet-type heating element, that comprises a flat resistance heating element, which is activated by 
electrodes with power and whose resistance mass comprises an electrically conductive polymer 
with a positive temperature coefficient of the electrical resistance, along with an insulating layer 
provided on one side of the resistance heating element, arid a layer which transmits the radiant 
heat given off by the resistance heating element provided on the opposite side of the resistance 
heating element.
